Section I-General Conditions 

I(i) The Japanese Grant Aid for 1982-83 of 
Yen 1.5 billion (C&F) is intended to be used 
for financmg payments to Japanese Suppliers for 
import of small size steel bars and services neces¬ 
sary for their transportation to ports in India by 


the Steel Authority of India Ltd. This grant aid t 
is valid upto 31-3-1984. 

Kii) All banking charges payable to the Bank 
of India, Tokyo may be remitted through normal 
banking channels. Payment towards Indian 
Agent’s Commission, if any, should be made in 
Indian rupees to the agents in India. 

I(iii) The steel bars and services incidential 
thereto should be procured only from Japan under 
this Grant Aid. 


I(iv) The contract should provide for payment 
on cash basis i.e. on presentation of shipping 
documents by the Japanese suppliers to the Bank 
of India, Tokyo. It should also provide for the
